Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant proposed amending the independent claims to state that the film has openings through it and that these 
openings shrink during the shrinking step to form a plurality of pores that are smaller than the fiber loop pores formed in 
the nonwoven web during shrinking. Applicant also proposed amending the independent claims to state that the 
composite accomodates passage of 'viscous' fluids. The examiner agreed that such amendments would overcome the 
Jacobs reference because the reference teaches a liquid resistant composite wherein the nonwoven web shrinks to a 
lesser extent than the film layer, which would not result in forming fiber loop pores in the nonwoven web and shrinking 
of the openings in the film layer to form a plurality of pores smaller than the fiber loop pores. The examiner agreed that 
such amendments would also overcome the Zelazoski reference because this reference is directed to forming slits in 
the film such that the slits open up upon differential shrinking of the film and nonwoven layers. 
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
